The Effort to Create Life. 

The news that Wohler had obtained, 
in 1828, out of inorganic stnffs a cer¬ 
tain substance, urea, which occnrs in 
Datnre ns a distinct product of vital ac¬ 
tivity in animals, upset current ideas. 
Then, later on, Liebig in Germany and 
Frankland in this country made several 
important syntheses, and in 1860 Ber- 
tbelot published his epoch making 
work, “Organic Chemistry Based Upon 
Synthesis,’’ in which he proved that 
the synthesis of organic bodies must be 
pursued and may be achieved in a 
quite systematic way, going step by 
step over the whole series of organic 
com pou nds. 

At the present time about 180 differ¬ 
ent acids, aromatic oils, fats, coloring 
matters, and so on, which are only 
found in nature as products of vital 
activity, have already been prepared in 
our laboratories out of inorganic mat¬ 
ter. Some of them are already fabri¬ 
cated in this way for trade. Every year 
brings some new achievement in the 
same direction ; so that the main inter¬ 
est now lies, not so much in adding a 
new product to the already long list of 
chemically prepared organic substances, 
as in catching the secrets of the tiny 
living laboratories in the vegetable and 
animal calls.—Prince Krapotkr*. in 
Nineteenth Century.

L. It. A. 514, by denying tlie right of a 
son to recover on a contract made with 
his mother by her husband to pay a 
sum of money after her death to the 
son. 

The pendency of an action in a fed¬ 
eral court after removal from a State 
court is held, in Wilson vs. Milliken 
(Ky.t 42 L. R. A. 4-41*, sufficient to abate 
a subsequent action for the same cause 
iu a State court. This decision is in 
conflict with tlie majority of tlie cases 
which have considered the question, 
and which are analyzed ln an extensive 
note to the ease.

RECENT INVENTIONS. 

Nuts are securely locked lu place by 
a new device, having the nut cut on oue 
side to receive a lever, which Is pivoted 
lu such a iKisitlou that when Its long 
end is depressed the short end bites Into 
tlie threads aud prevents revolution of 
the nut. 

To prevent the overflow of water In 
automatically filled reservoirs the lever 
which carries the float to cut off the 
supply when the tank is full is provided 
with au arm at the end to start a motor 
device and ring a bell when the water 
lifts the fioat too high. 

Two New Yorkers have designed a 
kneading machine for mixing dough, a 
pan being mounted at the end of a ver¬ 
tical stiaft, with fluted rollers Inside the 
pan carried by loose spindles to revolve 
with the pan, the corrugations entering 
the mass of dough to mix it. 

Gloves are made to go on the haud 
easier by the use of a new stretcher, 
which Is of a similar shape to those now 
iu use, with the exception tiiat oue Un¬ 
ger is hollow and contains a powder 
which Is discharged Inside the glove 
when tlie stretcher is in operation.

the necessary thinness, and are cut j 
luto blank fiat pens, aud the peas, 
while fiat, are usually stamped wlrfi j 
the brand or the name of the manu¬ 
facturer.

The rounding makes them hold the ink 
and distribute it more gradually and 
evenly than could be done if they were 
flat. To harden them they are heated 
to a cherry red, and then suddenly I 
cooled. This not only hardens them, 
but makes them elastic. The polish¬ 
ing, slitting, pointing and finishing 
come next, and then they are ready 
for use. The little holes in the pens 
at the end of the slits serve to make 
them more elastic and to facilitate the 
flow of the ink. It is said that more 
steel Is now used iu the manufacture of 
pens than in that of swords. It is even 
claimed that tlie metal annually used 
in their manufacture weighs more than > 
all the metal used In the manufacture j 
of war Implements. If this be true, 
much force is added to the time-lion- | 
ored saying that "the pen is mightier 
than the sword.”
